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The National Dairy Exposition Captures 
the South 


By M. S. PRESCOTT 


HE twenty-first National Dairy Exposition at Mem- 

phis, Tennessee, October 15-22, was one of the most 

satisfactory in the long history of this institution. 
It was held in connection with the Tri-State Fair at 
Memphis and the attendance figures were expected to 
reach a quarter of a million people. They do not mean 
as much from a dairy standpoint as would be the case 
if the show had had this attendance by itself, but never- 
theless we feel safe in making the assertion that at 
least not since the show at Springfield, Massachusetts, 


* fn 1916, has there been a National that has accomplished 


as much for the dairy industry as will result from this 
show at Memphis. The South proved that it is hungry 
for knowledge of better dairy cattle and better dairy 
methods. The aisles in the cattle barns and around 
the various extension displays were crowded from early 
morning until late at night, and the same condition was 
found in the exhibit building, particularly the splendid 
demonstration exhibit by the Bureau of Dairying which 
displayed in a striking manner the need. of better sires 
and the value of better dairy methods. Machinery ex- 
hibitors reported more prospects for business than at 
any previous National. The breed extension displays 
were unusually good and among these the Holsteins 
were outstanding, the booth and Holstein information 
displays by the Extension Service being supplemented 
by the individual extension exhibits of F. E. Murphy of 
Minneapolis and Fredmar Farms of St. Louis. The former 
was built around May Walker Ollie Homestead and this 
exhibit, displaying graphically her production of 1,523 
Ibs. butter in a year, probably attracted more attention 
than any other single feature of the show. 


The Holstein Show 

The showing of Holsteins compared well with that 
of the other breeds and was one of the best quality 
exhibits of the year in spite of the fact that it was 
located so far from the center of the Holstein industry. 
Holstein exhibitors deserve a great deal of credit for 
being willing to ship their herds so far for exhibition. 
Few, if any of them, were able to win enough prize money 
to pay their expenses but there seems to be a general 
feeling among the exhibitors that they were making 
valuable connections in this potential market and were 
helping to put on a display that was doing effective work 
in selling the Holstein breed in this strong Jersey ter- 
Titory. Large crowds watched the Holstein judging from 
beginning to end. There were 172 head of our breed 
actually shown in the open classes, thus being practically 
the same in numbers as last year when 178 head were out. 
A total of twenty-seven exhibitors from ten states ap- 
peared in the prize awards. The quality of the show was 
Well up to the usual standard being in fact one of the 


strongest shows of the whole year. Competition was 
very similar to that at Waterloo; McDonald, Rock River 
and Hargrove & Arnold being the principal Waterloo 
exhibitors not showing at the National, while Carnation 
and Griffith were at Memphis and not at Waterloo. 
While no official announcement has yet been made, Car- 
nation Milk Farms, Seattle, Washington, appear to be 
Premier Exhibitor by a safe margin, while the premier 
breeder banner will probably be added to the unbroken 
string won by H. O. Larsen, Forum Holstein Farm, Dike, 
Iowa, this season. Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld, last 
year’s National champion, repeated this year under the 
Elmwood colors, as he has at every show of the year 
where he has appeared. Larsen’s great four-year-old 
heifer, Long Hollow Mercedes Butter Boy, was grand 
champion female, an honor that has come to her at all 
major shows throughout the middle west except Waterloo. 
The Detroit Creamery junior sire, DeCreamCo Calamity 
Posch, kept his record good as at Waterloo, Ohio and 
Michigan, by going through to junior championship in 
the male section, while Jefferson County Farm’s great 
junior yearling heifer, Inka Wayne Creamelle, although 
undefeated in class all season, took her first junior 
championship here. Ten different breeders had blue ribbon 
animals, Elmwood Farms of Illinois, Femco Farms of Min- 
nesota, and Jefferson County Asylum of Wisconsin being 
the only exhibitors to have more than one blue ribbon 
in the individual classes, each having two to their credit. 
Carnation Milk Farms and Forum Holstein Farm with 
one blue ribbon each in the individual classes, had two 
blues each in the groups, giving them a total of three 
each. Detroit Creamery Farms of Michigan, J. D. Mec- 
Donald of Wisconsin, C. E. Griffith of Oklahoma, and 
Michigan Reformatory, of Michigan, were the other ex- 
hibitors breaking into blue ribbon column. Carnation 
with nine seconds and three thirds had by far the largest 
number of high places. The awards were made this year 
by Ward W. Stevens, Liverpool, New York. As always, 
he was thorough and painstaking in his work and inde- 
pendent in his judgment. 


The Bull Calf Class (16) 


The Holstein show opened Thursday afternoon with 
a line-up of sixteen bull calves. King Sylvia Ormsby 
Piebe, a son of K P O P 50th and one of the youngest 
calves in the ring, won the blue in this class for Elmwood 
Farms, furnishing somewhat of an upset with his stable 
companion, King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje, that was unde- 
feated in class up until the Waterloo show, going down 
to fourth position and Starlight Richmond Pietertje, the 
Waterloo winner, just inside the money in eighth place.

The Aged Cows (20) 

This class of twenty as a whole was hardly up to 
what we ought to have at a National show. It wag a 
difficult class to place on account of the lack of uniformity 
and the many different types represented. There were 
not enough of any one sort to get out an acceptable 
line. Aftér sweating over this class for an hour, Stevens 
found his top in Tulip Beauty, a real dairy cow from the 
herd of the Michigan reformatory. This cow was dis- 
covered out in the sticks of Michigan last year, made 
her first public appearance at Michigan State Fair where 
she won first prize and grand championship in the instj- 
tution class, made her first trip outside the state to 
Waterloo where she placed second to the grand champion, 
and made a creditable head for the line here at Memphis. 
She was showing dry. Carnation was second with Nook- 
sack Irma Segis, a rather smoother cow of medium size, 
with a splendid top line and an excellent udder. Jeffer- 
son County Asylum placed third with Clothilde Wayne 
Denver, a daughter of Dutchland Creamelle Denver Prince 
carrying a fine udder and with dairy quality much in 
evidence. The fourth prize cow, Lily Segis Cornucopia, 
owned by John R. Logan, Seward, Illinois, was likewise 
distinguished by an almost perfect udder.. Bess Ormsby 
Korndyke Jewel, the Arbu Farms entry, was fifth. This 
cow has one of the finest udders seen on the circuit 
this year, but has lost a great deal of flesh since fresh- 
ening on the show circuit, and shows rather too much 
daylight underneath in her present form. Colantha Hark 
Delaphene, the grand old cow from Elmwood Farm that 
was grand champion at Waterloo, Eastern States and 
Ohio, Michigan and Illinois state fairs, was placed sixth. 
She was not showing in as good form as earlier in the 
season from the fact that she had freshened since Water- 
loo and this fact coupled with her advanced age may have 
justified the low placing, but it was not a popular one 
with the ringside. Bell Farm Hattie, the Detroit Cream- 
ery entry, a massive cow, appeared to fit into the line 
next to Colantha Hark Delaphene as at previous shows, 
and with the old cow in sixth place this left seventh 
for Hattie.

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Plan For Herd Improvement Registry Adopted 


Following are the Details of the Herd Test Plan Adopted by the Board Last Week. 
It will go into Effect Jan. 1, 1928 


The Purpose 
T HE purpose of the Herd Improvement Registry is to 


obtain records on the entire herd of the individual 

owner in order to make definite herd improvement. 
Under the plan all cows in any herd are tested, so that 
the producing abilities of each individual cow in the herd 
may be ascertained. Records so made may be used as a 
basis for selection and herd improvement as supplemental 
to Advanced Registry records. 

Authorization and Establishment | 

Therefore, in accordance with the by-Laws, the Board 
of Directors of the Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica authorizes and establishes a Herd Improvement Reg- 
istry and a Herd Improvement Year Book, to be known 
as the Red Book of the Association, and adopts the follow- 
ing rules for the conduct of the Registry. 

Organization 

The Herd Improvement Registry shall constitute a de- 
partment in the Advanced Registry Office and shall be in 
charge of the Superintendent of Advanced Registry. The 
Superintendent shall prepare and furnish all necessary 
blank forms, receive applications for entry, have general 
supervision of all tests for milk and butterfat production 
and issue Certificates of Entry in the Herd Improvement 
Registry.. He shall edit all publications of the registry 
and perform such other duties as may be required of him 
by the Board of Directors. 

Appointment of Supervisors and Inspectors 

The conduct of The Herd Improvement Test shall be 
in charge of the Superintendent of Official Testing in the 
several states. In the appointment of supervisors and in- 
spectors, the rules for advanced registration covering such 
procedure shall apply; and such supervisors and inspec- 
tors shall be appointed in the usual way. 

Records made in connection with Cow Testing or Herd 
Improvement Associations in compliance with the rules 
as herein stated may be accepted for entry in the Herd 
Improvement Registry. 

Entering Herds for Test 

Only cows entered in the Herd Book of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America shall be eligible for en- 
try in the Herd Improvement Registry. Any owner of 
such registered Holstein-Friesian cattle may on applica- 
tion to the Superintendent of Advanced Registry enter 
such cows in the Herd Improvement Test. 

Omissions from Test 

In herd improvement testing under the Herd Improve- 
ment Registry rules, all registered Holstein-Friesian cows 
in the herd entered for test shall be included, provided 
that, at the option of the owner, any cow that bas lost the 
use of more than one quarer of her udder or that any 
cow over 12 years of age and having previously made 
a semi-official long-time record or a Herd Improvement 
record may be omitted. Also, any cow in the herd may 
be omitted from the Herd Improvement Registry, provided 
that, before the close of the eleventh month of the herd 
test year, her Certificate of Registry has been surrendered 
to the Superintendent of Advanced Registry, for trans- 
mission to the Secretary of the Holstein-Friesian Associ- 
ation of America for cancellation. 

Application for Permission to Test 

Application for permission to test for the Herd Im- 
provement Registry shall be made upon forms furnished 
by the Superintendent, and shall be accompanied by a 
fee of $2.00 per herd per year, which payment shall entitle 
the owner to a copy of the volume of the Herd Improve- 
ment Registry Year Book (Red Book) in which his herd 
is entered. 

Conduct of Tests 

All cows offered for test for the Herd Improvement 
Registry must be registered in the Herd Book of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America before any recog- 
nition can be given, and each cow must be identified by 
the supervisor at the time that each test is conducted. 
If the color markings of the animal do not agree with 
those on the Certificate of Registry, or for any reason the 
Certificate of Registry is not at hand for comparison, the 
supervisor shall make diagrams of color-markings of the 


cow tested, and shall attach the same to his report of 
the test to be sent to the Superintendent through his ap- 
pointing officer. 

The herd test may be begun with any calendar month 
and conducted for one year. Parts of two lactation peri- 
ods of any cow may be included in the yearly recorg 
The records made during the 12-month period may be useq 
in computing a yearly herd average. Provided the whole 
herd be tested in one and the same classification, the 
certificate shall bear that classification letter. If testeg 
otherwise than in one classification, the certificate shal 
bear the highest classification letter used. 

Herd Improvement Registry testing may be done in 
conjunction with testing for advanced registration, that 
part of the herd tested for advanced registration being 
subject to Advanced Registry rules in full. In this com- 
bination any cow may be tested wholly in A. R. test or 
partly in A. R. test and partly in Herd Improvement Reg- 
istry test. In the latter case the two portions of the 
year’s test shall make up the Herd Improvement Registry 
record. 

Twelve official test periods of 24 hours each without 
a preliminary milking shall be required during the herd 
test year. The supervisor shall determine the weight of 
milk and the per cent of fat for each milking. Cows may 
be milked not more than four times daily and in no case 
shall more than 48 milkings be supervised per day. 

Not more than two cows may be milked at the same 
time, and they must be so placed that the supervisor can 
observe the milkings of both cows continuously. 

Daily milk records for each cow under test shall be 
kept on forms furnished or approved by the Superintend- 
ent. Such records shall be available at all times for in- 
spection by the supervisor, and shall be furnished to the 
Superintendent upon his request. Milk records may be- 
gin with the fourth day from calving, the calendar day 
= which the calf is dropped being counted as the first 
ay. 

Credits for milk and butterfat may be based on the 
one-day test as reported by the supervisor or on the 
owner’s milk report and the per cent of fat as determined 
by the supervisor, at the discretion of the Superintendent. 

Retest 

Automatic retest shall be required when, after the sec- 
ond month of lactation, any cow produced in excess of 
the following amounts of fat during the 24-hour official 
period: 

Junior 2-year-olds - 
Senior 2-year-olds 
Junior 3-year-olds 
Senior 3-year-olds 
Junior 4-year-olds 
Senior 4-year-olds 


Ibs. fat in one day 
Ibs. fat in one day 
lbs. fat in one day

Full aged cows — Ibs. fat in one day 

If one or more cows in a herd require an automatic 
retest, the Superintendent may require that the entire 
herd or any portion thereof be retested. 

One or more surprise tests may be made during the 
year, in which case a preliminary dry milking shall be 
required. 

Expense of automatic retests and one surprise test 
shall be borne by herd owner. Any additional surprise 
tests shall be at the expense of the Association. 


Feeding Records 
The owner shall cooperate with the supervisor in fur- 
nishing monthly records of feed consumed by each cow, 
and such records shall be entered in the owner’s record 
book.

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Issue of Certificates 

A certificate shall be issued by the Superintendent to 
the owner of each herd completing one year’s record, this 
certificate showing the name and number of each cow, 
her age at beginning of record, number of days in milk, 
total milk production, average butterfat percentage and 
total butterfat production for the enire herd during the 
year, and the classification letter under which the method 
of milking places the herd.

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A Travel Letter From Frank Price 


Colorado Springs, Colo. 

Sunday, October 23, 1927 
Dear Maurice: 

Well, here we are at our first stop after Memphis. As 

I write I look out upon majestic Pike’s Peak bathed in 
sunshine this beautiful Sunday morning and capped with 
what you in Sandy Creek would call a light fall of snow. 
Probably not over four feet on the level. A young man 
in the lobby of the hotel has already engaged himself to 
take me to the top of the Peak this afternoon. It’s a 
drive of four hours and affords a wonderful scenic view 
Iam told. Will take the Cinekodak along to do the de- 
scribing for me when I get back. Haven’t got quite used 
to the machine yet. Tried it out at the Dairy show but 
found after using up what film I had in the camera that I 
had brought out an empty container instead of an extra 
roll. Pretty good, eh, what? 


Speaking of the dairy show reminds me that we have 
just closed the most successful exhibition at Memphis in 
the history of that venerable institution if interest and 
attendance is any criterion. Did you see the editorials 
in various Memphis dailies regarding the effect of the 
show upon the dairy industry of the south? Just read 
this from the Commercial Appeal: 

There is nothing unusual about an immense 
crowd of southern people attending the Tri-State 
Fair. They always do that. The significant point 
is that most of them actually have attended the 
dairy show and thereby have visualized the vast 
possibilities of the dairy industry. Such has been 
the exploitation of this feature that scarcely any- 
one has been to the fair without visiting the dairy 
barn, the exhibits of dairy equipment and the live- 
stock judging ring. 

The influence of this circumstance is beyond 
estimation. They have seen the finest dairy 
cows in America. They have experienced an 
awakening of interest in the great movement. 
They have learned that dairying in the south has 
been an old-fashioned, limited, struggling indus- 
try for the farmers, while it was advancing else- 
where in step with the progress of all other in- 
dustries.

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The National Dairy Exposition 


UR news report of the National Dairy Exposition 
O just closed carries the welcome information that 
this event was an Outstanding success. It was held 

this year in connection with the Tri-State Fair at Mem- 
phis, Tennessee, under an arrangement which with the 
cooperation of other agencies guaranteed the National 
Dairy Association against the financial losses it has in- 
curred during recent years. The combination was suc- 
cessful not only from the standpoint of the Dairy Show 
but also, we are informed, put the Tri-State Fair in the 
best financial condition of its history with an attendance 
this year of close to a quarter of a million people. So 
impressed were the people of Memphis who have spon- 
sored this affair during the past twenty years, with the 
message of the National Dairy Show that they decided 
during the exposition to change the name and nature of 
their fair, and it will henceforth be known as the Mid- 
South Dairy Exposition and Fair and every effort will be 
put forth to continue the great work so well started by 
the National Dairy Exposition in this territory this year. 
It was the general observation of those in attendance 
that probably never before or at least since the 1916 
Dairy Show at Springfield, Massachusetts, from which 
grew the Eastern States Exposition, has the National 
achieved results that gave promise of being so far reach- 
ing in their effect. It is evident from the results at 
Memphis that the South is hungry for knowledge of bet- 
ter dairy cattle and better dairy methods. The various 
extension efforts and displays were shaped with this 
thought in mind and we are proud to say that the Hol- 
stein interests were better looked after along this line 
than ever before. All of the breed associations united 
in one educational effort along the line of improved dairy 
cattle and in addition each maintained their own indi- 
vidual identity in separate extension booths. This was 
supplemented by noteworthy individual efforts in our 
breed by the displays put forward by Fredmar Farms of 
St. Louis, Mo., and F. E. Murphy, owner of Femco Farms, 
and publisher of the Minneapolis Tribune. The former 
display showed one of the representative members of the 
Ten Ton Type herd with a graphic presentation of her 
production and profit-producing abilities and for compari- 
son “Old Clabber,” a typical red and white scrub with her 
production and earning ability similarly displayed. Mr. 
Murphy had on display in an attractive booth alongside 
the Holstein-Friesian Association booth the famous cow. 
May Walker Ollie Homestead, with 1,523 pound butter car- 
tons to represent her year’s butter production and with 
appropriate placards to tell the story. Many of the south- 
ern people learned from this display for the first time 
that the Holstein cow is a butter cow. This display was 
a center of interest at any time of day to the extent that 
it was almost impossible t- ~et through the aisle in front 
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of it on account of the crowd stopping to study and ad- 
mire. The thanks of the Holstein industry are due both 
Mr. Murphy and Mr. Vesper for their efforts along this 
line throughout the season at a considerable number of 
important fairs. 

The thanks of the industry are also due the breeders 
who participated in the entire display of Holsteins which 
was thoroughly creditable and in fact one of the strongest 
shows of the year. The location so far from the center of 
things Holstein with the attending heavy expense and the 
strength of the competition which made it almost impos. 
sible for any exhibitor to win enough prize money to 
break even financially, demonstrates on the part of those 
breeders a high degree of public spirit in being willing to 
dig down into their own pockets to put on a display of 
Holsteins so thoroughly creditable and which will haye 
such far reaching effects in extending the realm of the 
Holstein cow into a territory where she is at present a 
minority factor. 

While we are passing out bouquets, we want to com. 
mend the work of the new manager, S. H. Anderson, who 
stepped into the managership following a long period as 
assistant under Col. Skinner. His tact and ability were 
displayed in the smooth running of the organization in 
every detail, the careful advance preparations and the 
good will displayed by the Memphis people toward the in- 
stitution in their whole-hearted invitation to come back 
to Memphis next year. The heavy machinery manufac. 
turers are not back in line, still holding a separate ex. 
hibition of their own, but they are not an essential part 
of the National Dairy Exposition as we see it, aside from 
the financial assistance they contribute. The display of 
live stock and the display of machinery directly connect- 
ed with that end of the dairy business was excellent and 
the National Dairy Exposition of 1927 was altogether a 
well-rounded and complete display thoroughly creditable 
to all concerned. 


Develop the Southern Market 


OW best can we cash in on the wonderful results of 
H the National Dairy Exposition at Memphis? Doubt: 

less many agencies have already asked themselves 
this question. We are glad to report that the Extension 
Service Committee and personnel gave this matter seri- 
ous thought and discussion when they met at Memphis, 
and are planning to concentrate the efforts of the avail- 
able field force in this territory for some time to come in 
following up the leads obtained at the show. 

Wise and intelligent leadership is essential in the de- 
velopment of the dairy industry in the south. There is 
at present almost an hysteria for dairying and without 
proper leadership many farmers will rush into the dairy 
business without adequate facilities or knowledge of what 
is required to make a success of it. It is no kindness to 
these men nor to the cause of sound development of the 
dairy industry in the south to load them up with a lot 
of good cattle at present market prices before they learn 
how to care for them properly and gain at least an ele- 
mentary knowledge of the essentials of successful dairy 
husbandry. That is the real danger of promiscuous pro- 
motion of dairying through a great deal of the cotton- 
producing territory of the south. We refer, of course, to 
the rank and file of small farmers of limited capital who 
are today turning to the dairy industry in the south as 
their hope for the future. There are, of course, many 
farm owners in the south with the necessary capital to 
go into the dairy businéss properly and to secure expe 
rienced help to carry it on. Among this class, there is 
an immediate market. 

Among the other class it should be regarded as a proc- 
ess of education. They should be encouraged to start in 
a modest way without a large outlay of cash in cows ofr 
expensive sires. Good .purebred sires backed by produc- 
tion and of a quality that may be expected to sire produc- 
ing offspring should be made available for these owners 
in grading up their present herds or a few of as good cows 
as they can afford to purchase to start with. Such a pro- 
gram carried out over a period of years will in our judg- 
ment find the south much farther advanced in dairying 
and much more valuable as a market for northern grown 
dairy cattle than would be the case if they were given 
the stomach ache in the dairy business by an overdose 
before they are ready for it. 

We are inclined to believe that our extension men 
in the south could perform no greater service to the ad- 
vancement of dairying in the backward southern sections 
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by devoting their time to a series of conferences with 
county agents, chamber of commerce representatives and 
other farm leaders of the south and to preach at these 
conferences the doctrine of proceeding slowly and build- 
ing up a foundation of knowledge of the dairy business 
along with improvement of the dairy cattle through up- 
grading with good bulls and careful selection through the 
medium of the cow testing association. We must make 
haste slowly in the south, but for that reason it is all the 
more important that we should be starting on our way. 





Supt. Gardner Retires 


ALCOLM H. Gardner at seventy-two years of age 
M retires from the office of Superintendent of Ad- 

vanced Registry, after an incumbency of twenty- 
three years with the respect, esteem and good wishes of 
every member of our Association. His is a well-earned 
vacation, for the cares and responsibilities of the office 
have never set lightly upon his shoulders. Assuming the 
office in 1905, when Advanced Registration was still in 
its infancy, the one subject closest to his heart has been 
the welfare of the Holstein-Friesian industry and its ad- 
vyancement through a perfected Advanced Registry sys- 
tem. Tireless in his own personal effort, his office has 
always been a model of efficiency and economical opera- 
tion. The growth of the work during the years it has 
been under his care is strikingly shown by the fact that 
when he assumed office in 1905, the records of Sadie Vale 
Concordia and Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline were the only 
ones then reported in excess of 30 lbs. butter in 7 days. 
The semi-official yearly and ten months records were un- 
known in our breed and the total number of entries in 
the Advanced Register was under five thousand while now 
it is between twenty-five and thirty times as many. For 
the service he has rendered through these years of active 
connection with the MHolstein-Friesian Association of 
America, the Holstein industry owes to Malcolm H. Gard- 
ner a debt that it can never repay. 

His years of service to the industry are by no means 
limited to the twenty-three years of his tenure of office. 
For many years previous to that time, he was pressed 
into service as an advisor of his predecessor, Solomon 
Hoxie, the father of Advanced Registry, and his research 
and writings regarding the breed were forceful contribu- 
tions to the work of popularizing the Holstein cow. By 
no means the least of his contributions was his work as 
an active breeder. That it was a real sacrifice for him to 
close out his herd upon assuming office back in 1905, 
is evident from the fact that among the younger animals 
of his breeding sold at that time was Pietertje Maid 
Ormsby, famous record breaker of a later day and more 
famous still as the “Mother Ormsby” who founded the 
modern Ormsby family. 

A word of tribute also is in order for Mrs. Gardner 
who will retire from her active duties in connection with 
the Advanced Registry office at the same time as Mr. 
Gardner. Through the long years, she has provided the 
personal contact that has made it possible for Mr. Gardner 
to fill a position of this nature, and by her quick under- 
standing and nimble fingers. has helped Mr. Gardner to 
overcome the serious handicap of total deafness that has 
been his since college days. The many personal friends 
of the Gardners in the Holstein industry will be pleased 
to learn that Mr. Gardner is retiring from the cares 
and responsibilites of his office in unusually good health, 
and will join us in wishing both of them many more years 
of the same. The Board did the wise and the fitting 
thing in retaining Mr. Gardner as Superintendent Emeritus 
following his retirement from office so that his counsel 
and advice would be always available when needed and 
it is our hope that under the new order of things he 
May find more time for the employment of his pen in 
the interest of the Holstein cause. 


The New Superintendent of Advanced Registry 


ORACE W. NORTON, JR., of Lansing, Michigan, 
H who will succeed Mr. Gardner as Superintendent 

of Advanced Registry, requires no introduction to 
the. membership or to World readers as he served the 
Association as a Director since 1919. Born in Howell, 
Michigan, forty-four years ago, he grew up in a Holstein 
atmosphere, his father starting breeding pure bred Hol- 
Steins about 1890. Mr. Norton graduated from Michigan 
Agricultural College at the age of nineteen years and 
for the next six years served as an instructor under Dean 
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Shaw. For the next eight years, until 1917, he was 
actively engaged in the breeding of Holsteins with his 
father in the firm of H. W. Norton & Son. In 1917, 
he was called back to Michigan Agricultural College to 
assist in the Animal Husbandry Department and from 
1917 to 1920, he remained in this position. He had long 
been a leader in the Holstein affairs of Michigan, tak- 
ing an active part in the development not only of the 
Livingston County Association, one of the oldest in the

country, but also in the development of the state associa- 
tion. For several years, he devoted his time largely to 
the affairs of the Michigan State Association and during 
his last years at the College served as a member of the 
State Commission of Animal Industry. In 1921, when 
the Department of Agriculture was formed in Michigan, 
Mr. Norton took the position of Director of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry and this position he has held since 
its organization. He has in this position been in charge 
of the tuberculosis eradication work of the State of 
Michigan, which has made perhaps greater advances 
than any other northern state, and has also had general 
supervision of the Holstein breeding operations in the 
state institution herds. Under his direction the State 
of Michigan has become the largest owner of pure bred 
Holsteins and the Michigan State Institution Herds have 
made a noteworthy contribution to the advancement of 
the breed. He has a charming family, consisting of Mrs. 
Norton, and two live-wire sons, thirteen and ten years 
old respectively. Human and approachable though quiet, 
studious and unassuming by nature, we notice that Hod 
Norton has a way of getting things done and that those 
who know him best respect him most. He is thoroughly 
familiar with the problems of Advanced Registration from 
all angles and is the one man best fitted to succeed Supt. 
Gardner in this important position. Upon his shoulders 
will devolve a responsibility as the third Superintendent 
of Advanced Registry in the history of this organization, 
following Solomon Hoxie and Malcolm H. Gardner, to 
maintain above suspicion or reproach the production rec- 
ords upon which the public reputation of our breed stands. 
It is not the habit of Horace Norton to treat responsi-

The standard method for computing herd averages, ag 
adopted by the American Dairy Science Association, shall 
be employed in determining average production of milk 
and butterfat for herds. 

Dishonest or Fraudulent Practice 


If the Superintendent shall be satisfied that any dis- 
honest or fraudulent practice has been employed in the 
making of any herd improvement record, he may reject 
such record or, if the record has been accepted and the 
certificates issued therefore. the Board of Directors may 
cancel such acceptance and certificate, if satisfied that 
the rules of the Association have been violated or that 
dishonest or fraudulent practice has been employed in 
the making of the test. after notice and a hearing given 
as prescribed by the By-Laws. <Any person or persons 
found guilty of violating or evading these rules or of 
employing dishonest or fraudulent practice in connection 
with making tests for Herd Improvement Registry may 
be censured, suspended or expeiled .rom the Association 
after notice and a hearing given and had as prescribed in 
Sections 9 and 10 of Article 1 of the By-Laws of the As- 
sociation, in reference to charges against a member. 

Matters Not Covered by Rules 

Matters not covered by these rules shall be adminis- 
tered by the Superintendent and his decision shall be 
final.

INCREASED FUNDS FOR DAIRY 
RESEARCH ASKED 

Kept in the dark by the rules of 
the Budget Bureau which does not 
permit its Director to tell whether 
appropriations asked for have been 
approved or not, the American Dairy 
Federation is prepared to present its 
request for new research activities 
in the Bureau of Dairy Industry di- 
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rect to the House Committee on Ap- 
propriations. 

That committee will begin work in 
November in preparation of the an- 
nual supply bills which must be be- 
fore Congress in December. 

The program of the Bureau of 
Dairy Industry has been presented 
to the Budget investigators by Dr. C. 
W. Larson, Chief of the Bureau. 
This program is based on the joint 
recommendations worked out a year 
ago by the American Dairy Federa- 
tion Committee on relations with the 
Department of Agriculture, Prof. A. 
A. Borland of State College, Penn- 
sylvania, and Henry N. Woolman, of 
the Supplee-Wills-Jones Company, 
Philadelphia, in conference with Dr. 
Larson and the Executive Committee 
of the American Dairy Federation. 
It is characterized as very modest in 
view of the magnitude of the indus- 
try asking for this research and the 
importance of the problems involved. 

The program of work asked for is 
as follows: 

1. Nutrition of 
000—(a) $10,000 for nutrition re- 
search including the relation  be- 
tween faulty nutrition and defective 
reproduction; (b) $9,600; (c) $2.400 
relationship between minerals in the 
diet and milk secretion. 

2. Breeding $21,000—(a) $15,000 
for proved sire investigations. More 
animals are needed to carry on this 
work; (b) $4,000 for inbreeding, out- 
breeding and cross breeding experi- 
ments; (c) $2,000 to secure general 
data on breeding work. 

3. Dairy. products and by-products 
$20,000—(a) $6,100 for milk powder 
work; (b) $5,100 for research in 
methods of manufacture of by- 
products, lactose, soluble albumen, 
etc.; (c) $5,000 for ice cream re- 
search; (d) $3,000 chemistry and bac- 
teriology of milk, fundamental work 
to protect all manufacturing opera- 
tions. 

4. Market Milk investigations, $5,- 
000—Studies in country and city milk 
plants to improve practices. 

5. Temperature and humidity, $7,- 
000—A study of barn conditions af- 
fecting milk production. 

6. Maintenance of dairy herd $9.- 
500—More cattle will be needed to 
carry out above program. This item 
is for feeding and care. 

7. Construction of buildings at 
Beltsville, $15,000—(a) $7,600 for 
manure pit; (b) $7,900 for work ani- 
mal barn. 

President E. M. Bailey of the 
American Dairy Federation in a let- 
ter to General Lord, Director of the 
Budget, says: “I wish to say this 
is a matter in which the whole indus- 
try is concerned. 

“As a federation of National asso- 
ciations representing most of the dif- 
ferent branches of this industry, this 
organization through its appropriate 
committees, and after most careful 
consideration, last year suggested to 
Dr. Larson that he ask for approprl- 
ations to permit certain specific lines 
of work which have been developed 
in his bureau to be expended, and a 
very small amount of new work to 
be begun. 

“This year, the Federation, in con- 
sideration of the fact that only a 
minor part of the expense asked

LAMB DISPERSAL MAKES $200 AVERAGE 


One of the good sales held in New York State this fall was the dispersal 
of the Charles W. Lamb herd at Poolville, N. Y., September 29. Seventy- 
three animals sold for a total of $14,605, or an average of just $200. More 
than half of the offering were females without records themselves and from 
untested dams, but most of these were good individuals and represented well 
known proven blood lines, and the entire number, forty-one, made an aver- 
age of $228.41. This average, and the average of the entire sale, was kept 
down somewhat on account of quite a number of blemished and out of con- 
dition cows that are included in the sale total. Six cows in the sale had 7- 
day records and these averaged $228 also, while four from tested dams aver- 
aged $231. The young heifers under two years sold exceptionally well. four- 
teen from untested dams averaging $114, while seven bulls averaged just 
under the $200 mark. 

Lamhurst Prilly Netherland topped the sale at $410, going to Lee & Bar- 
ber of Cazenovia, N. Y. She is by a grandson of King of the Pontiacs out 
of a 32-lb. dam and from K L T K Netherland, a 30-lb. cow. The dam at near- 
ly ten' years of age was sold for $270 to H. J. Winans, Oriskany Falls, N. Y.. 
while another daughter, Lambhurst Pet Netherland, went for $350 to Chas. 
L. Wilkinson, Rushland, Pa. She had a good 7-day record. Mr. Wilkinson 
was one of the good purchasers at the sale, taking also Spofford Prilly 2d, a 
good five-year-old, for $375, as well as a number of other good ones. McLaury 
Brothers, Portlandville, N. Y., bid last on Sunny Slope Geische Walker, a five- 
year-old daughter of Sir Gelsche Prilly, taking her for $390. 

The top price for bulls was $400 paid for Scenic C E S P Echo Korndyke. 
a grandson of Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac and out of Scenic Wellsland 
Korndyke, a 36-lb. granddaughter of Pontiac Korndyke. He was purchased 
by F. H. Upham, Lebanon, N. Y. This bull is from the same dam as Scenic 
Korndyke Echo, herd sire at The Middleton Farm, Black River, N. Y., he 
having a number of large record daughters.

for had been provided, has repeated 
its request to Dr. Larson. We have 
acquainted Secretary Jardine of our 
wishes, and we believe that he has 
transmitted our entire program to 
you for your consideration. We also 
believe that Dr. Larson has given you 
specific information as to each item, 
and has made it plain that this re- 
quest is a very modest one, that the 
dairy industry is asking for work 
which is believed to be of the most 
fundamental importance, and of a 
character and scope that it can be 
done only on a national and public 
benefit basis. 

“The research program we have 
asked for, supplements the other 
work of this Bureau, which we have 
investigated very thoroughly and ap- 
prove most heartily in every detail. 

“We believe that the great impor- 
tance of the dairy industry with its 
annual turnover of upwards of $3,- 
000,000,000 in food products of the 
most essential kind, and the necessi- 
ty for maintaining this great indus- 
try at its maximum efficiency and 
lowest possible cost and loss, will be 
sufficient argument for this most im- 
portant work. We respectfully ask 
your most favorable consideration of 
this request.” 

In a supplementary statement A. 
M. Loomis, Secy. of the Federation, 
says that he believes the Budget Bu- 
reau will give approval to the pro- 
gram as presented. In the past, he 
explains this Bureau has shown real 
consideration for the needs of the 
dairy industry, recognizing its place 
in the all important problem of hu- 
man food. However, he points out. 
it is unfortunate that the industry 
can not know whether or not the re- 
port is favorable, until a date too 
late for an adequate presentation to 
Congress.

Letters Regarding the Herd Test 


Editor’s Note: We have received a 
considerable number of letters from 
breeders giving their views on the herd 
test. While the matter has now been 
decided and definite rules adopted to go 
into effect January (next), these letters 
contain so many good ideas on the sub- 
ject that we are reproducing a number 
of them here as a matter of interest and 
information. 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 
In my article to the Holstein-Fries- 
jan World of April 2d, 1927, about se- 


lective registration, I wrote as fol- 
lows: “Why try to find another 
name or another plan for practical 


testing work when we already have 
a good start of Cow Testing Associa- 
tions? My advice is this: start more 
C. T. A. work all over the country, 
make them strong and let them be 
what they ought to be, the foundation 
for breeding and testing records. I 
believe this would be of the great- 
est value to any breeder of any kind 
or class’’. 

I am still of the same opinion and 
I want to fight for the C. T. A. which 
I know so well and through which I 
believe we will find exactly what we 
need as a standard for good and re- 
liable testing records among every 
breeder in the country. The C. T. A. 
is the cheapest and most practical 
form for every” breeder. 

I have often discussed the matter 
of testing with breeders from differ- 
ent parts of the country and some of 
them seem to think that a C. T. A. 
record has not the same value as an 
official record. What is the differ- 
ence? I have been a C. T. A. tester 





for several years and have also been 
an A. R. O. tester. The C. T. A. 
tester comes to the breeders once 
each month, weighs and tests the 
milk and keeps a record of the re- 
sults. The A. R. O. tester is sup- 
posed to come once a month also 
but does not always do so. He 
weighs and tests the milk as does 
the C. T. A. tester and there is very 
little difference in that part of the 
work so far as I can see. The A. R. 
O. records are supervised—yes—but 
why could not the C. T. A. records 
be supervised, say, for instance, by 
a man from the Agricultural Col- 
lege? This I think would be all 
right in order to put a kind of stamp 
of reliability on the C. T. A. records 
if it is the desire of the breeders. I 
want to mention that I have been 
connected with C. T. A. for more 
than twenty-five years and with thou- 
sands of members (in Denmark). I 
have seen record books covering a 
period of more than twenty-five years 
showing records and pedigrees of 
dams, daughters, and daughters’ 
daughters and so on way back. Such 
a way of keeping records has more 
value to a breeder raising a herd 
than has the official record which 
often is carried for a short time for 
breeders who cannot afford a con- 
tinual A. R. O. test. 

I am not criticising the A. R. O. 
work at all. I admire the great work 
done by Mr. M. H. Gardner, which 
has been carried on for years and the

value of which no one will over-esti- 
mate, but the A. R. O. work will nev- 
er be extended to the vast majority 
of breeders like the C. T. A. work. 
I am born and raised among Hol- 
stein cows and as mentioned before 
I have been testing both in the C. T. 
A. and the A. R. O. test, thus I have 
some experience. I have seen the 
good results of C. T. A. in the im- 
provement of herds not only in the 
production of milk and fat but also 
type and uniformity. Much improve- 
ment in our dairy herds is still need- 
ed and a great deal can be accom- 
plished through the C. T. A. 

Two years ago I took over the 
management of the State Hospital 
herd at Woodward, Iowa, as consist- 
ing of 110 head of purebred Holsteins. 
As the very first thing I put every 
cow in the C. T. A. and after a while 
culled out the poorest producers. 
The average of the whole herd the 
first year went from about 8,600 lbs. 
of milk and 280 lbs. of butterfat to 
12,943 lbs. of milk and 400.3 lbs. of 
fat (the average for this year is go- 
ing to be higher). After I got ac- 
quainted with the cows I picked out 
the best ones and put them on the 
A. R. O. test. Just today I received 
a certificate from Mr. Gardner show- 
ing a record of 27,370.1 lbs. of milk 
and 901.8 lbs. of fat. I want to men- 
tion this to show that C. T. A. and 
A. R. ©. can work together with good 
results, but as mentioned above the 
Cc. T. A. work should be the main 
foundation for breeding and records 
in general with or without supervi- 
sion, either way to satisfy breeders 
in regard to the reliability of their 
records. My own opinion is this: 
the more C. T. A. records the more 
A. R. O. records because through the 
C. T. A. records breeders find out 
which cows are worthy to be put on 
the A. R. O. test. In other words, 
this way they are not working blind- 
ly. If a cow is able to produce 25,- 
Ibs. of milk and 1,000 lbs. of butter 
in 365 days she is worth the expense 
of getting an A. R. O. certificate if 
a breeder desires to do so. 

I want the ©. T. A. records recog- 
nized as equal to the A. R. O. rec- 
ords and in the twenty-five years I 
was connected with C. T. A. I never 
before heard of any doubt as to the 
reliability of these records. Why 
are not these records good enough? 
I, myself, depend on them fully. 

For about a year I have had about 
fourteen cows tested in both these 
tests and with great interest have 
been watching the difference in the 
figures very closely but so far have 
found no difference to speak of eith- 
er in the milk or the fat. 

As I am very interested in this 
matter I do hope that many readers 
of this article will take a stand in 
favor of the Cow Testing Association 
as the foundation for breeding and 
testing all over the country. I do 
not believe that we need to make 
much change in the C. T. A. as it 
is very good in its present form.

We have been deeply interested in 
watching the progress of the “herd 
test plan” but doubt some if it is 
all it should be yet. 

We have always been staunch sup- 
porters of the C. T. A. and it is 
now doing a great work even among 
the pure bred herds here, and if you 
want to be really in the swim you 
must belong to the testing Assn. 
Most everyone does, it is the popular 
thing and makes you feel that you 
are a part of the crowd. If we turn 
down the C. T. A. and join the herd 
test plan it looks as though we would 
immediately isolate ourselves, stop 
our publicity, increase our costs, and 
add considerably to our grief as the 
irregular test period would not fit 
in with our present semi-official class 
B work and would mix up the dates 
for the testers. Also there is a 
possibility that our best cows might 
go as long as two months after fresh- 
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ening before their first test was made 
which would be decidedly misleading. 
Another point, which we do not under- 
stand, is how it will care for the 
testing of heifers freshening during 
the year. 

Now it seems to me that we should 
insist on the dry milking by all means 
but change the rules in regard to num- 
ber of tests annually to read “not 
less than eight tests during the year” 
and then if it is more satisfactory 
or easier to have regular monthly 
tests it would be optional with the 
breeder if he wished to conduct his 
Herd Test and Semi’s together. 

The American people delight in any 
affair or test in which the competi- 
tive element is outstanding and if 
we inaugurate a new test plan which 
leaves out the incentive for competi- 
tion or does not afford publicity I 
doubt very much if it will be success- 
ful.

The Board Meets at Memphis 


Amended Herd Test Adopted—Norton to Succeed Gardner as Superintendent 


Matters of great importance to the 
future of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America were considered 
at the regular fall meeting of the 
Board of Directors held at Memphis, 
Tennessee, October 19. In the cail 
for the meeting was included consid- 
eration of the report of the Commit- 
tee on the Herd Test and also of oth- 
er special committees appointed to 
consider the matter of consolidating 
the offices of the Association and to 
reinvest the funds from Victory 
Bonds maturing this fall. The Herd 
Test plan was amended to work more 
in harmony with the cow testing as- 
sociation movement and as amended 
was unanimously adopted. It will go 
into effect January 1, 1928. The de- 
tails of this plan are given elsewhere 
in this issue. The Committee on 
Consolidation of Offices presented 
definite propositions from a large 
number of towns where suitable of- 
fice space could be provided. Upon 
a test vote, it was found that the 
Board favored the proposition of a 
consolidation by an overwhelming 
majority, but when it came to the 
consideration of a definite location 
there were evidently wide differences 
of opinion as to where these offices 
should be located. Somewhat con- 
nected with this subject was the re- 
port of the Committee on Re-Invest- 
ment*of Funds. In connection with 
this program of reinvestment of 
funds made necessary by the matur- 
ing of Victory Loan Bonds this fall, 
was the recommendation of the Com- 
mittee to purchase the present build- 
ing at Brattleboro, Vermont, which 
has been occupied for some years by 
the Secretary’s office. This building 
can now be purchased for a fraction 
of its original cost and it was esti- 
mated by the Committee that if the 
Secretary’s office was to remain in 
Brattleboro for five years more the 
rentals saved through the purchase 
would have paid for the building. 
No action was taken in the matter 


of the purchase of this building on 
account of the absence of Directors 
Noyes and Knowles through illness. 
The matter will, accordingly, be held 
over for consideration at a meeting 
of the Board of Directors to be held 
in Chicago in December. The gen- 
eral subject of consolidation of the 
offices was also left open. 

Four hundred seventy new mem- 
bers were admitted, these being ap- 
plications received since the last 
meeting of the Board in Springtieid 
in June, and this brings the total of 
new memberships since January 1, 
last, up to 1,221 names and the grand 
total for the Association is approach- 
ing the 28,000 mark. 

Considerable time was given to 
the discussion of extension policies 
and the general finances of the Asso- 
ciation. 

The Committee on Prizes at Fairs 
was instructed to draw up a model 
Holstein classification for State Fair 
shows. 

One matter of great general inter- 
est to the membership, not in the 
call for the meeting, was the resig- 
nation of Supt. M. H. Gardner as 
Superintendent of Advanced Registry 
and the appointment of H. W. Nor- 
ton, Jr., of Michigan, to succeed him. 
Mr. Gardner in a statement to the 
Board announced that the work of 
Advanced Registration was the sub- 
ject nearest to his heart and that he 
wished to step aside while still in 
possession of his mental faculties 
and while he could still be of such 
assistance as was required in the in- 
stallation of his successor. His res- 
ignation was accepted, effective June 
1, next, after which he will continue 
as Superintendent Emeritus. Mr. 
Norton will take charge of the affairs 
of the office about January 1 with 
the title of Assistant Superintendent 
until June, after which he will be 
Superintendent of Advanced Registry. 
Mr. Norton is ideally fitted to carry 

















on the work of the Advanced Regis- 
try office and the Association is for- 
tunate in having a man of his abil- 
ity, training and experience available 
to take over this work. Following 
practically an all-day session, the 
Board adjourned until December 5 at 
Chicago, where the budget for 1928 
will be determined and the question 
of purchasing the Brattleboro prop- 
erty will be acted upon.

For the first time the rule 
against allowing anyone in the ring 
except officials, judges and attend- 
ants was rigidly enforced, rather to 
the discomfiture of the newspaper 
representatives who found’ them- 
selves somewhat handicapped in get- 
ting the material for intelligent re- 
ports. The indulgence of readers is 
accordingly requested if any of the 
reports in this or other publications 
do not suit you.

State Fair Coliseum 
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ADVANCE HOLSTEIN NEWS 
FROM PORTLAND 


For the last several years the Hol- 
stein section of the Dairy Department 
of the Pacific International to be held 
this year October 29 to November 5, 
has been its biggest one, and this 
year is no exception; roughly around 
250 head of some of the best Hol- 


steins in America will be found in 
their usual “Black and White” sec- 
tion when the time rolls around and 
they will also find their  friend- 
ly Northwestern representative, Mr. 
Rube Everly, in charge, and Mr. 
Hverly’s superior officer, Mr. Earl 


Cooper, director in charge of all Hol- 
stein activities in the United States, 
will also be with him in the booth 
in the Industrial section, immediate- 
ly by the main entrance to the Dairy 
Section. They will also maintain 
another working booth in the cattle 
division, proper. Perhaps the largest 
number of State herds to be seen at 
any show in America this year, will 
be in evidence at the Pacific Interna- 
tional. Oregon, Washington, Idaho, 
Utah, California, Iowa, and perhaps 
Wisconsin, being represented. This 
year again the celebrated combina- 
tion sale of “True Type” Holsteins 
will be held under the direction of 
the Washington Holstein Associa- 
tion, of which Mr. Guy M. Richards 
is Secretary. Colonel George Gue 
will again wield the hammer. We 
think this is about the seventeenth 
year that George has officiated at 
the Holstein sale at the Pacific Inter- 
national, and he is no older now than 
he was that many years ago. Long 
may he live and _ prosper! It’s 
thought that values this year at this 
combination sale will be perhaps a 
hundred dollars on an average, better 
than they were last year, which is 
saying a great deal for the increased 
activities among _ purebred lines. 
Amongst the oldtimers who will be 
seen in the Black and White division 
again will be the Chamberlins of 
Ceres, Washington; Tom Owens of 
the Firlock Stock Farm at Kirkland, 
Washington; the Forum _ Holstein 
Farm at Dike, Iowa (this is owned 
by H. O. Larsen, and is said to be 
one of the most splendid herds of 
Holsteins out this year).

Farm group, which has been doing 
wonderfully well all over the circuit: 
Jake Luscher & Sons of Fairview, 
Oregon, with some of their good 
stuff; the Glencliff Holstein Farm of 
Prosser, Washington, which have 
been doing wonderfully well over the 
circuit this year; Senator William 
Bishop of Chimacum, Washington. 
one of the oldest exhibitors in Hol- 
steins in the show; Paul Adams, the 
Secretary of the Oregon Holstein 
Association; the famous Carnation 
Milk Farms group, which has made 
a mileage of something approaching 
7,500 miles this year in attending 
some of the biggest state fairs and 
expositions, and just now coming 
from the National Dairy Show at 
Memphis, Tenn. There is a _ full 
group from Utah made up of five or 
six different breeders, prominent 


amongst whom are C. S. Potter of Og- 
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den, who had the pleasure of win- 
ning the All-American cow and the 
Grand Champion cow at the Pacific 
International in 1925; the Idaho peo- 
ple also have a splendid State herd 
out, made out of seven of their best 
exhibitors, gathered from _ various 
parts of the State. S. B. Hall of 
Troutdale, Oregon, who had some 
splendid show stuff in the east with 
the Carnation people, also is with us 
again. Ray T. Smith, with his well 
known herd from Seattle, will be in 
evidence, and it goes without saying 
that the visitors will be impressed 
with the decorations in the Holstein 
division, which are going to be more 
striking, if anything, than ever. 
Frank Durbin & Sons promised, in 
case they were able to show this 
year, to put up a booth which shall 
attract more attention than any other 
Holstein exhibit, which is a pretty 
big order, but their showing at the 
State Fair bears them out. Axel 
Hansen of Savage, Minn., one of the 
four best known judges of Holsteins 
in America, will pin the ribbons 
again at the Pacific International this 
year. Axel will be one of the four

thoroughly democratic and its appli- 
cation should result in arousing much 
interest in Holstein circles through- 
out the state.”

The Chippewa 
County Institutions, the Northern 
Wisconsin Colony and _ Training 


School and the State Hospital for 
Insane at Mendota staged a pretty 
three cornered fight for Holstein 
supremacy with advantages favoring 
the latter institution. Jerry Riordan, 
one of Wisconsin’s most popular: Hol- 
stein owners looked in on the show 
when he was foot-free from his job of 
judging horses. He contends the 
task he was assigned comparable to 
the job at anybody’s state fair so 
excellent was the horse display and 
so torridly hot was the _ shadeless 
spot he marathoned.
